On page 24, line 23: 

-- A preferred blending amount of the photopolymerization 
initiator of the present invention in the dental composite resin 
is such that the amount of the component (A) in the 
photopolymerization initiator is 0.01 to 10 parts by mass and, 
particularly, 0.03 to 5 parts by mass per 100 parts by mass 
weight of the radically polymerizable monomer (D) . In general, 
the amount of the photopolymerization initiator (total amount of 
the components (A) to (C) ) is in the range of 0.01 to 20 parts 
by mass, preferably, 0.05 to 10 parts by mass and, particularly, 
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preferably, 0.1 to 3 parts by mass per 100 parts by mass of the 
polymerizable monomer. — 
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
